The 
prince was a much-decorated midget-submarine commander during the 
war, following which he was tried and sentenced to twelve years in, prison 
for cooperating with the Nazis after the Italian armistice v/iih the Allies 
was signed.

Tim more than a hundred employees were for some time super- 
vised by "landsmen" from bis feudal estates in Valle d’Olma and Mus- 
somcli, in the province of Caltanissetta who rode about in velvet jackets 
and high black boots, with fancy revolvers flashing from their belts. Ac- 
cording to Paesa Sera "the Syracusans, unaccustomed to these Mafia-like 
habits, held a great general strike in protest, in December, 1962, and 
the Mafiosi of the Prince were forced to return** to his more feudal prop- 
erties. 

Die Centro Mondiale Commercials boasted another interesting name 
in its background. He is Giuseppe Zigiotti, president of die Fascist Na- 
tional Association for Militia Arms.
